“Fresh trom thé Gardens” 
War Debt Revision oer 


BY Piro Ae Rete 


Great Britain's action in deferring payment of the $261,791,000 instal- 
ment due the United States on June 15; has thrown the whole war debt 
problem again prominently into: the field of international controversy. . It 
poses the United States government with the inescapable necessity of 
initiating discussions preliminary to a complete review of the war debt 
situation. It forces a showdown. 

Great Britain, of course, will not be satisfied with a mere review. It 
wants. revision of the terms of settlement—revision drastically downward. 
It wants as much consideration from its creditor, as it (a ¢reditor) has 
given its debtors. At the very worst, it seek as generous treatment, on 
principal and interest, as was given France and other countries by the 
United States. . Reese . 

In failing to make even a so-called “token” payment on the instalment 
due June 15, Great Britain informed the United States that the terms of 
the agreenient between the two countries in respect of war debts imposed 
“a burden which was both unreasonable and inequitable in relation to other 
countries.”. The facts justify this statement. Whether intentionally or not, 
Britain has been adversely discriminated against. : 

Great Britain, according to the records, borrowed $4,277,000,000 from 
the United States, a large per cetitage of which was not for its own use, 
but on behalf of allied countries duting the war. The money was spent in 
the United States for war material and was the real foundation of the ex- 
tremely high wages paid munition workers in that country during the war: 
Since the Baldwin agreement: which fixed the terms and conditions of re- 
paying the war loans, Great Britain has made instalment payments aggre- 
gating $2,025,000,000. Because of the high comparative interest rate paid 
by Britain, however, London is still indebted to Washington in the sum of 
$4,713,785,000. That is to say, aftér paying back more two billion 
dollars, Britain still owes more than the original debt. 

Obviously, the situation clamors for réasonable adjustment from that 
aspect alone. There are other, equally cogent, reasons why revision should 
be made. There are irrefutable arguments why the debt problem should bé 
solved finally and amicably. That war debts should remain a subject of 
international controversy, cropping up periodically to stir prejudices and 
animosities, is a reflection upon the intelligence of the two great English- 
speaking nations towards whom the world looks for preservation of con- 
cord among thé countries of the world. 

Great Britain’s agreement to pay instalmenta.in the amount of approxi- 
mately $262,000,000 was predicated, in the first place, upon expectations of 
a similar amount being paid by France and other European countries in 
respect of war debts due London. Britain lent more than she borrowed. In 
order to avoid financial and economic chaos, however, the British govern- 
ment decided to suspend all claims against debtor nations for payments on 
war debts, and takes the position now that, if it must pay the United 
States in full, it must exact payment of a corresponding amount from its 
own war debtors. The position is quite understandable—and undoubtedly 
reasonable. 

“Such procedure”, séid the British note to Washington, “would throw 
a bombshell into the European arena which would have financial and 
nomic repercussions over all five continents, and would postpone indefinitely 
the chances of world recovery.” 

Consequently, Britain politely suggests the United States should do its 
bit “to speed world recovery by recognizing the realities of the situation 
and revising present agreements on a payable basis.” 

The question, is not that Great Britain is anxious to escape payment of 
its indebtedness. Suggestions have emanated from London, from time to 
time, for liquidation of the entire obligation by lump sum payment. Wash- 
ington has not viewed this suggestion favorably, heretofore. In fact, an in- 
transigent position has been taken by some of the most vocal of American 
legislators who take the “pound of flesh” viewpoint. Furthermore,: Britain's 
failure to make even a payment on account—the “‘token’”’ payments such as 
were made in June and December 1933-—-has been attributed to the Johnson 
Act, passed this year, which specified that any nation not making payment 
in full on the due date, would be considered as in default. 

The British note is couched in language which the people of Western 
Canada will appreciate and approve. It strikes a manly note of independ- 
ence and forthrightness. While declaring payment would be deferred until 
“it becomes.possible to discuss an ultimate settlement of inter-governmental 
war debts with a reasonable prospect of agreement’ the note asserts the 
British government has no intentions of repudiating its obligations. :

HOT MILK SPONGE CAKE 
(3 eggs) 

1 cup sifted caké flour 
1 teaspoon combindtion 
. powder 
% teaspoon salt 

3 eggs 

1 cup sugar 

2 teaspoons lemon juice 
6 tablespoons hot milk. 


Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, salt, and sift . together 
three times, Beat eggs until very 
thick and light and nearly white (10 
minutes). Add sugar gradually, 
beating constantly. Add lemon juice. 
Fold in. flour, a small amount at a 
time. Add milk, mixing quickly un- 
til batter is smooth. Turn at once 
into ungreased tube pan and bake 
in moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
85 minutes, or until done. Remove 
from oven and invert pan 1 hour, or 
until cold. 

This mixture may be baked in two 
lightly greased 8x8x2-inch pans in 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 25 
minutes; or in 12x8x3 inch loaf pan 
in moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
30 minutes. Or turn mixture in 36 
small cup cake pans, which have 
been greased very lightly on bottoms, 
and bake in moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.) 20 minutes, or until done.

The difficulty of the Mackenzie 
route in the past had been to find 
a suitable trans-shipping point where 
the distributing vessel could meet the 
river boat, Col. Reid explained, 

Due to sandbars at the mouth of 
the river, it obviously was difficult 
to bring a deep sea vessel into shal- 
low water, while at the same time 
a river boat’ could not be navigated 
on the ocean, he said. 

Last year, the Dominion govern- 
ment had co-operated with the com- 
pany in making a survey of the 
Mackenzie river delta. The reports 
of that survey gave reasonable pros- 
pects of Tuktoyaktuk harbor being a 
suitable -point at which the vessels 
could meet. ’ 


Native Son Of Jutland 


Danes Setting Up Memorial Stone To 
Shakespeare’s Hamlet 

The Danes of Jutland have made 

clear their position—that they claim 

Shakespeare's hero Hamlet as a na- 

tive son of Jutland—by setting up a 


memorial stone on the battlefield |: 


where he is said to have fallen. Some 
years ago a hotel-keeper in Elsinore, 
in eastern Denmark, labelled a local 
grave Hamlet's to the distress of 
Danes who knew their ancient his- 
tory. Denmark's oldest historian, 
who lived about 1200 A.D., declared 
that Hamlet after being crowned 
king fell in. battle on Ammelhede, or 
Hamlet's Heath, and was buried 
somewhere on the field. 

The stone has been placed on a 
Viking mound in the field, though it 
is emphasized that the exact spot 
where the king was buried is entire- 
ly unknown, An excavation of the 
Viking mound failed to reveal any 
sign of burial. The inscription on the 
stone is translated as follows: 

“Amled, wisest of all in Viking 
days, played the fool until the hour 
of revenge. Hailed as king by the 
Jutes, he rests on Ammel Hede.”

That had never been the in- 
tention of the government, he de- 
elared. 

Prime Minister R. B. Bennett also 
regretted the use made by some por- 
tions of the press of advance in- 
formation on the draft’ bill for the 
purpose mentioned by Mr. Guthrie 
and also to lead the public to believe 
the Doukhobors in Canada would be 
deprived of the vote. It was suggest- 
ed that the Doukhobors in British 
Columbia, who had defied the laws, 
would be so treated. But that was 
a matter’ yet to be-decided. 

Members of the third group in 
parliament were incensed when it 
was revealed that the draft bill had 
been the subject of an informal con- 
ference between two members of the 
government, the leader of the opposi- 
tion and one of his colleagues. 

“One of the most disgraceful things 
ever known,” said E. J. Garland 
(U.F.A., Bow River), in expressing 
his resentment that the third group 
had not been included in sigma 
discussions. Robert Gardin’r (U.F.A.,| 
Acadia) also expressed his belief that | 
the government should have includ- 
ed his party in the conferences. The | 
reply of both Mr. Bennett and Rt. | 
Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King, opposi- | 
tion leader, was that the steps lead- | 
ing up to the preliminary discussions | 
were taken in the house, and if the 
third group had wished to participate | 
they could have expressed themselves 
at that time. 

The resolution was passed after) 
considerable debate but no great op- | 
position to the principles of the bill 
was advanced. | 

Briefly the bill proposes to make 
the following changes in the present | 
regulations: 

Appoint a franchise commissioner | 
for all. Canada. 

Appoint revising officers in every 
constituency. 

Appoint one or more enumerators | 
in every polling district, to prepare | 
for first list. 

Immediate preparation by enumer- | 
ators of a voters’ list for all Canada 
to be kept in print at Ottawa, and to | 
stand for 12-month periods as a 
closed list. 

List to be completely revised every 
12 months. 

Voters in urban districts to accom- | 
peny registration with signed state- | 
ment so that signature may be com- 
pared to obviate impersonation at 
the polls. 

The list to be geographical rather 
than alphabetical, or both. 

There is no change in the actual 
machinery of conducting an election | 
and very little in the qualifications’ 
for franchise. The main considera- | 
tion being given to the list of voters. | 

With the proposed closed list a 
person who moved during the 12- 
be entitled to 
vote only in the district -in which 
he was registered at the time the 
list was closed. | 

Mr. King, while not opposing the 
measure, suggested that there should 
be two enumerators in each polling 
district, representative of the govern- 
ment party and the official opposi- 
tion, and that there should be an | 
appeal from the rulings of the revis- | 
ing officer. The draft act contem- | 
plates no appeal but Mr. King | 
thought one should lie with a county | 
court judge. 

The prime minister expressed the | 
opinion that, these differences could | 
easily be composed and prophesied | 
that the bill, when finally presented, | 
would contain few, if any, clauses |

Barred Rock pullet No. 3, owned 
by the Delta Land Company, Van- 
couver, has Jaid 220 eggs in 224 days 
to equal the performance of “Daunt- 
less Derreen"” at this time last year, 
Her closest competitor is Barred 
Rock pullet No. 2, owned by A. Pen- 
nington of Agassiz, with 212 eggs.

U.S. MAY ACCEPT 
PAYMENT IN KIND 
ON BRITISH DEBT 


Washington.—Replying to the Bri- 
tish war debts note of June 4, the 
United States government has sug- 
gested offers would be considered 
for readjusting the debt or payment, 
in goods and services. Points set 
forth are: 


1. Great Britain would have to 
pay only the amount of the June 15 
instalment to avoid being consideréd 
in default under the Johnson law. 


2. There is no connection whatever 
between the debt owed -the United 
States by Great Britain and those 
owed Great Britain by other coun- 
tries. 

3. The United States government 
will be glad to, entertain proposals 
for either readjustment of the debt 
or for payment in goods and ser- 
vices. 

“The British government’ under- 
took to borrow under its own name 
and on its own credit standing, and 
repayment was not made contingent 
upon the fate of the debts due to the 
British government,” the note said, 

The suggestion for this manner of 
payments made in the note was de- 
clared not to be an offer for full pay- 
ment on such a basis. 

“Should His Majesty's government 
wish to put forward proposals for 
the resumption of payments, this 
government would be glad to enter- 
tain and discuss them informally. 

“For instance, no proposal has 

ever been presented to this govern- 
ment looking towards payments in 
kind to an extent that might be 
found mutually practicable and 
agreeable. ; 
, “Any proposals of this or a sim- 
ilar character which promise mutual 
benefit will be carefully considered 
for eventual submission to the 
American congress.” 

Such commodities as tin, rubber, 
jute and silver immediately came to 
the minds of observers as_ they 
studied the note. The world’s largest 
tin mines are largely controlled by 
Britain. Administration officials, ap- 
parently concerned over the United 
States supply, are lending support to 
congressional moves to retain pres- 
ent holdings and find a domestic 
source.

Increased Nickel Production 


_— Output For April Exceeded 
Only Once Before 


Ottawa.—Nickel, essential alloy in 
the production of armaments, is once 
more front page news. 

The bureau of statistics has an- 
nounced production figures for April. 

The total is 12,924,418 pounds, the 
second greatest month in the history 
of production in Canada. Only once, 
back in November, 1929, did Can- 
ada’s nickel mines exceed such 
volume. 

In the four months ended April 
30 last, production ran to 39,898,099 
pounds which exceeds that of the 
corresponding period of 1929 by close 
to three million pounds. Thus 1934 
is now well launched in a_record- 
breaking year in the output of a 
metal demanded the world over in 
the making of war supplies. 

International Nickel, at Sudbury, 
the major producer in the world, en- 
larged its plant after the peak year 
of 1929 and last April brought its 
fourth furnace into operation. The 
company is now running to full 
capacity. So, it is reported, is Fal- 
conbridge, the other large producer 
| in Canada. 

Anyone who doubts what is afoot 
in world armaments factories need 
only scan the statistics. Canada, it 
must be remembered, holds a virtual 
monopoly on this metal. 

In 1932 the output was 30,000,000 
pounds. In 1933 the total zoomed up- 
wards to 83,000,000 pounds. 

And in 1934 the prospect is for 
a production of about 120,000,000 
pounds which will be some 10,000, - 
000 more than the peak year of 
1929.

Doctor Of McGill University Finds 
“Balancers” In Blood 

Montfeal.--World-wide | recognition 
has come to Dr. J.B. Collip, head of 
the department of biochemistry at 
McGill (University, for his discovery 
of new substances in blood which 
play thie part of balancers and which 
may be new ‘personality chemicals. 

Dr. Collip reported his discovery 
before the Association for the Study 
of Internal Secretions meeting at 
Cleveland wtih the American Medical 
Association. 

Some physicians who heard of Dr. 

Collip’s discovery believed it might 
open an entirely new field in medi- 
cine. The chemical balancers appear 
to act as stoppers against effects of 
the hormones which the body pro- 
duces from its endocrine glands. 
_ The endocrine hormones in turn 
regulate growth, energy, 
complexion, sexual development, 
bodily contours and numerous other 
characteristics often associated with 
personality and health. 

The medical name for the balanc- 
ers is “antagonists” and they differ 
from “antibodies” which the body 
manufactures to protect itself from 
disease. One of the “antagonists” 
has been found definitely in animals, 
another shows traces, and there is 
evidence the same chemicals exist in 
human blood.

RMANY NOW 
FACING PROBLEM 


Berlin.—Germany has told for 
creditors they will receive no inter* 
est for at least six months on medium 
and long term obligations, including 
the Dawes and Young loans, to the 
payment of which the “full faith’ and 
credit” of the Reich government was 
pledged. 

The moratorium was not unexpect- 
ed, but the announcement placed the 
problem of what to do about the fin- 
ancial condition of Germany square- 
ly up to the creditors. 

The position of Germany as out- 
lined in a communique of the Reichs- 
is 
that transfer of payments out of the 
country is impossible because of the 
low supply of gold and foreign cx- 
change and that there would be no 
profit to anybody in devaluing the 
mark. 

The mark, now almost wholly a 
national currency, has been held 
firmly on its “gold standard” basis, 
although the gold coverage has 
dropped below 3.7 per cent. 

The Reichsbank statement dealt 
with all obligations except the 
Young and Dawes loans, 
followed by an announcement from 
the ministry of finance that interest 
and amortization on these would be 
suspended “for the time being until 
further notice.” 

Payments on th other obligations 
were suspended for six months be- 
ginning July 1, 1934, the bank state- 
ment said. These payments already 
were on a restricted basis, but the 
Dawes and Young loan had been ex- 
empted from previous partial pay- 
ment arrangeménts. 

These two important loans were 
floatefi to refund certain obligations 
of Germany resulting from World 
War reparations. 

The Dawes loan, issued in 1934 to 
insure currency stabilization, bears 
interest at 7 per cent. and. the 
Young loan of 1930 is on a 5'% per 
cent. basis.

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EDITORIAL 


DISARMAMENT ' 


In the muyltitudinous discussion regarding the pre- 
sent unsettled state of the world, we frequently hear it 
re-marked that the chief cause of the trouble twas the 
great war. There are some people who claim the pre- 
sent financial system was headed for the rocks in .1913, 


the war only prolonging the system and throwing in a 


number of fresh problems of its own making. Whether

the financial system was headed for the rocks on 1912, 

to most people at least, is purely a matter of conjecture, 
but those same people are quite certain that the major- 
ity of our present day economic troubles are a direct re- 

sult of the war and subsequent. events foilowing for 
which the war was responsible. As an isolated example 
one could truthfully say that were it not for the’ war 
there would have been no such thing as $2.50 wheat and 


as a direct result of $2.60 wneat, Zoc wheat a number of 
year's later became an actuality. 


Many people believe that as long as nations possess 
large and well equipped fighting forces, another war is 
inevitable. They claim within a world armed to the 


teeth the spark will be found that will be fanned to a 
conflagration. Hence the intense interest in the present 
international disarmament conference. That the con- 
ference is meeting with many difficulties and disappoint- 
ments is common knowledge. - Great Britain is striving 
valiantly to prevent the collapse of the conference, Sir 
John Simon having gone so far as to ‘say, should this 
conference end fruitiessly another disarmament confer- 
ence would be attempted. The British desperately des- 
ire peace. Firstly because of a deep seated hatred of 
war with its folly and horrors and secondly beeawse they 
can best serve their own country by devoting much the 
greater portion of their energies to trade and commerce. 
{n the meantime the seemingly perpetual clash of nation- 
al interests in continental Europe continues and it is ex- 
tremely difficult for the conference to make much head- 
way with its altruistie and semi-altruistic polices, 


There has, however, during the past few years arisen 
another powerful argument discouraging war. This in 
brief could be defined as the monitization of conflict. In- 
vestigations have shown that there are large armaments 
and also that these firms persistently lobby the parlia 
ment houses of different countries with the sole idea of 
selling armaments. How much these lobbyists are re- 
sponsible in fomenting trouble between nations, is diffi- 
cult to say, but there are many observers who do not 
hold them guiltless in this respect. It is even claimed 
that there is an international armament ring, the finan- 
cial fortunes of which are built up upon human conflict 
This knowledge is more and more divorcing the common 
people from the belief in the necessity, nobleness and 
glory of war. 


As recently as the middle of this month the Clergy 
Vensions Board in Great Britain decided to withdraw i‘s 
$50,000 investment from the armament firm of Vickers 
Limited. An official return showed that Great Britain 

had exported 5,000,000 rifle cartridges to Paraquay and 
100 machine guns to Bolivia, both South American na- 
tions now being engaged in a particularly fruitless and 
futile war of human slaughter. At the annual meeting 

of Vickers Limited held recently in London, England, 
shareholders asked pointed questions regarding the ex- 
port of arms, and the chairman, Sir Herbert Lawrence 
felt called upon to give a gerieral assurance that the com- 
pany is concerned only in legitimate trade. He declared 
emphatically that the Vickers Company take no part in 
politics either at home or abroad and that the company 
was not.a member of any international armament ring, 
on the contrary there is the keenest competition to se- 
cure orders. He also claimd that as long as armaments 
were necessary for defence the making of them was not 
only legitimate but a national service. 


The fact remains, however, that while all this may 
be true of Vickers Limited, it is true that a great deal 
of “high pressure salesmanship” is brought to bear upon 
nations, particularly the smaller ones, to buy armaments. 
It is in the breaking down of this monetization of con- 
flict, that many people see a real disarmament victory. 


In the United States there is now in existence a 
Senate Committee to investigate the munitions industry 
and this committee has designated the “commercial mo- 
tive” as public enemy No. 1 as regards fomenting war. 
It has been estimated that it cost $25,000 per man killed 
in the world war and Arthur H. Vandenburg, a member 
of the committee is strong in his condemnation of mun- 
ition firms filling their money coffers with profits deriv- 
ed from the slaughter of mankind. 

So it would seem that where high ideals and altruis- 
tic motives have failed to bring about a reduction of 
a-maments, it is possible that a natural human revulsion 
to some people fattening on blood money, may bring 


about a solution to the problem. a3

Each workman has his tools 
words are the tools of everyone, but 
especially of the teacher and 
preacher. By words we robe ideas. 
I am afraid that too many hold the 
conception that the chief requisite 
for the ministry is a gift of the gab. 
Not so. we need men who can ex- 
press their feelings in words when 
words are the atterance for feelings, 
ideas, emotions, personality, they are 
creative, dynamic, life-giving things. 
"I am convinced that ours is a 
Christmas tree conception of life. 
We put things on it) What a beau- 
tiful sight as we see it decorated 
with toys, dolls, and other gifts. ‘The 
difficulty is that what we see is not 
the expression of the tree’s own 
vital life. View an apple tree or a 
grape-vine laden with fruit. This is 
more real because the vital life of 
the tree is expressed through it. 
Our words ought never to be put on 
but should express our real, vital 
selves, 

We may ascribe many qualities to 
words, I recall hearing Dr. Lynn 
Harold Haugh, himself a master 
with words, speak on “words.” He 
drew our attention to the alluremenié 
of words | The artist paints with 
brush and material, but the word 


nd tints just as alluring “The 

usand Paths that/Slope the Way 
to Crime” 

Next he spoke of the magic of. 
words. Words have a magic, hea!- 
ing effect. Shakespeare “great na. 
ture’s sweet restorer, balmy sleep.” 
The centurian said to Jesus “speak 
the word and my _ servant shall be 
healed.” 

There is a menace inw ords. They 
are intractable things once spoken 
they are gone. 

“I breathed a song into the air 

It fell to earth I know not where. 

For who has sight 80, keen and 

strong 

That it can follow 

song.” 

As the pebble thrown im the water 
sends out concentric circles to the 
most distant shore so our words g> 
out through space. I might durther 
speak of the morality of words, 
What silent revealers they are. The 
kinship between miser and misery. 
But the quality of words to which I 
wish to direct your attention is their 
“creative power.” 

The parable of the mustard seed 
illustrates the crgative power of the 
little seedling. It was the smallest 
and yet when planted, under favor- 
able conditions it grew and became 
a great tree, The stalwart oak 
grows from the acorn. The sturdy 
maple grows from the little winged 
seedling. They all have a creative 
quality. Now the writer has this 
idea of the creative quality of words. 

It is rather interesting as we turn 
to the early verses of Genesis to 
meet a God whose words have a 
creative quality, God said “Let there 
be light and there was light.” God 
said “Let there be a firmament” and 
it was so. The fact of creation is 
based upon the creative power of the 
words of God, The idea of words 
having creative quatity runs through 
both the Old and New Testament. 
Our text “I hace given unto them 
the words which thou gavest me.” 
They are already under their in- 
fluence and that is a boon, 

I think there are experiences in 
Jesus’ life which show us the crea- 
tive power of words, Many exper- 
iences in His life are not mere hap- 
penings. There is a divine intent 
behind them. Take as an illustration 
the baptism of Jesus, a voice was 
heard, “This is my beloved son.” 
Another voice was heard»on the 
occasion of the Transfiguration I can 
only think of these words as creative 
words in the life of Jesus. He went 
to His task with these words ringing 
in his heart, Lik@}Samuel of old he 
had listened and heard the voice 
Divine. This experience confirmed 
His decisions and appointed Him to 
His tasks. 

The words of our text are words 
of Jesus. He had acquitted himself 
before His father when He had 
given unto them the words which He 
had received. These words ought to 
be a saving factor in their lives, 
creative of high resolve and noble 
achievement, 

I have been wondering as to which 
are the great creative words spoken 
by Jesus. They said “Never a man 
spake like this man.” “He hath the

words of Eternal Life.” A life 
not marked by mere quantity but by 
its quality. O f course the Sermon 
,on the Mount is notable for the 
truths it presents and it may come 
with a creative power to the one to 
whom it applies. Take the very word 
“Blessed.” How suggestive in an 
age when to many minds unhappi- 
ness was associated with Christian- 
ity. Those were days of persecution 
and such words were sleet ed of a 
new morale. 

“Blessed are the pure in heart for 
they shall see God.” Such challent.- 
ing words inspired men to strive for 
purity of life amid adverse condi- 
tions. They created in thom a 
spirit of devotion to the highest and 
best. You take any of the beau- 
titudes as illustrative of the same 
principle. They are words of in- 
inspiration to men longing for a 
closer walk with God, 

Perhaps those are very general 
principles. Let us move into a 
particular area. There we see crea. 
tive words also. 

The Lepers came and worshipped 
Him saying “Lord if thou wilt thou 
canst make me clean.” Fancy him 
listening for a reply. How delight- 
ful to hear “I will be thou clean,” 

Recall the man sick and borne into 
Christ’s presence by four. “Son thy 
sins are forgiven thee.” 
ed the disciples on the storm tossed 
sea. They were fear-striken. “It 
is I be not afraid” must have 
brought comfort to them, 

Passing by Matthew as he sat at 
the receipt of custom Jesus | said, 
“Follow me,” .Aspirations were 
stirred in Matthew’s heart. 

We note the dismay of the dis- 
ciples on the way to Emmaus “Were 
not our hearts strangely warmed as 
He talked with us by the way.” Tiey 
felt a creative influence had touched 
them. They were not just the same 
after that conversation, 

Mary in the garden said, as she 
thought to the gardner, “If ye have 
borne Him away will you tell me 
where you laid Him.” What a_ flood 
of surprise and love awoke when 
Jesus said “Hait Mary.” 

While I might go on and cite other 
instances of His words beirg dynamic 
in human expefience, I am wonder- 
ing what words would be creative 
for us and beget in us courage, en_ 
durance, devotion, love. 

These are some which I find helpful 
and I trust they will prove so to all 
readers. 

“Son thou art ever with me and 
all that I have is thine.” The parable 
from which the words are taken was 
designed to portray God, It also 
portrays traits of men and conditio: s 
of life. The elder brother had been 
labvur ng unkr a sense cf i jstice 
Life had been monotonous to him, 
nothing exciting or spectacular. The 
tendency has been to make much of 
the special or extraordinary. This 
elder brother had been the recipient 
of blessing but had been unappreci- 
ative. 

So many today need to feeb tha: 
heaven’s resources are theirs. God 1s 
a loving father and will not withhold 
good gifts. Nature is friendly aad 
the Divine is willing to share with 
us. 

I wonder if any words were more 
frequently upon the lips of Jesus 
than “Be not afraid, it is I, be of 


good cheer.” I don’t want to think of 
Jesus as living a care free life, glibly 
saying “be of good cheer.” 

He said so, but had deep reasons 
for so doing. His contacts with God 
gave them assurances,

Market For Timothy Seed 


Shortage In Production Is Oppor- 
tunity For Western Growers 

Domestic production of timothy 
seed in Canada is still far short of 
consumption, itis noted in a report 
of the Saskatchewan Department of 
Agriculture, indicating an opportun- 
ity for growers in the: West. Timo- 
thy ordinarily yields from 200 to 300 
pounds of seed per acre, and grow- 
ers have received on an average 
about 614: cents per pound for ‘the 
seed basis No. 1 grade, over the past 
three years. Canad&i uses annually 
about ten million pounds of timothy 
seed and until 1931 some nine million 
pounds of this was imported from the 
United States. Domestic production 
since 1931 has been greatly stimulat- 
ed by educational activities and the 
prospect of a large domestic market. 
As a result, production increased 
from less than a million pounds to 
some five million pounds in 1932, but 
decljned’ to about 2,700,000 pounds 
in 1933.

To-day she still directs radium re- 
search in the Radium Institute, on 
the Avenue Pierre Curie, in Paris. 
This institute was built as a mem- 
orial to Professor Curie who died in 
1906, and thirty workers carry on 
studies in radio activity, under the 
direction of Madame Curte. 

Radium is taken from pitchblende, 
where it occurs in very small quan- 
tities. It is estimated that three 
tens oi pitchblende, which is some- 
times called uranium oxide, contain 
about one gram of radium. The 
world supply of radium is said to be 
about 170 grams, and the chief 
source of supply is in the Belgian 
Congo. It was at first valued at 
from $100,000 to $125,000' a gram, 
but with the discovery of new 
sources of supply it has come down

In recent years large deposits of 
pitchblende have been discovered in 
Canada, in the region of Great Bear 
Lake near the Arctic Circle.

Recent investiga- 
tions at the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture Experimental Station at 
Summerland, B.C., have shown the 
possibility of proper varieties, cul- 
tural and processing methods which 
may make Canada independent of 
outside sources. 

Soybean flour, on account 2f its 
extremely low starch content, is 
especially valuavle for diabetic ~ce- 
sons. The flour is being successfuily 
used in making hread, biscuits, muf- 
fins, pastry, etc., end by reason cf its 
composition increases the nutritive 
value of these products.—Soyb2an 
Bulletin, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture.

To Be Disbanded In London After 
Six Months’ Trial

“Many women who wish to qualify 
as detectives are always quite cer- 
tain of their personal capacity and 
are often unwilling to admit the ab- 
solute necessity of training to aid 
their instinct. ; 

“The average woman is by nature 
entirely opposed to detective work 
and we see in this choice a safe- 
guard to herself and a guarantee 
that her contribution to police work 
must be along different lines to those 
of men. 

“‘We find ourselves unable to .con- 
sider. thé disbanding of the women 
detectives as disastrous.”

First Weather Forecast 


Admiral Fitzroy Evolved System 
Seventy-Three Years Ago 

The first official storm warning 
was printed by daily papers just 
seventy-three years ago. And how 
the scoffers scowled when it proved 
accurate! The official responsible 
for such a daring commitment was 
Admiral Fitzroy, who, as first direc- 
tor of the Meteorological Department, 
then under the control of Board of 
Trade, deserves to be remembered as 
the father of the weather forecast. 

He evolved the system of collect- 
ing and collating reports from a 
number of scattered sources. Where- 
as the medern forecaster is kept in 
touch with conditions all over the 
world, he received but five reports 
from abroad, and these were usually 
a day or two late! Fitzroy came to 
an untimely end; overwork. drove 
him to suicide in April, 1865. He 
left behind him a’ mass of valuable 
data on weather observations at sea.
